We  suggest  that  our  friends  who  appreciate  a harmoniou ; 
color  scheme  study  the  possibilities  to  be  found  in  the  newer 
types  of  primulinus.  The  intricate  color  shadings  combined 
with  the  smaller  types  and  graceful  form  makes  it  especially 
appropriate  for  any  decoration. 

It  is  to  your  advantage  to  order  bulbs  reserved  while  the 
stock  is  complete.  Late  orders  should  give  me  privilege  of 
substituting  where  sold  out. 

Plant  the  bulbs  in  an  open  sunny  place,  six  inches  deep  and 
about  s.'x  inches  apart  in  the  row.  Mix  any  fertilizer  thor- 
oughly with  the  soil  and  if  dry,  water  heavily  when  they  com- 
mence to  bud. 

Spikes  cut  when  the  first  bud  opens  and  placed  in  water  in 
the  house  will  open  to  the  tip.  Allow  three  or  four  leaves  to 
remain  on  the  plant  to  mature  the  bulb. 

After  the  first  frost  or  when  leaves  turn  brown  dig  the  bulbs 
and  dry  in  the  sun  for  a few  days  then  place  in  a cool  vege- 
table cellar. 

At  the  prices  quoted  for  single  bulbs,  or  by  the  dozen,  they 
are  mailed,  post  free. 

I guarantee  everything  sold  by  me  to  be  first  class  in  every 
respect,  and  just  as  described.  I give  no  warranty  as  to  crop 
or  results. 

I will  appreciate  it  if,  when  writing,  you  will  send  the  names 
of  any  friends  or  neighbors,  who  are  interested  in  Gladioli,  so 
I can  send  them  a catalogue. 

Bulbs  are  usually  shipped  about  April  1st,  but  may  be  sent 
at  any  time  desired.
